A resurgence of the censorship witch - hunt has 
been recently noted across the country A survey 
Conducted in 1978 by the National Council of 
Teachers revealed 30 percent of the teachers res- 
ponding to the survey said they felt pressure trom 
School administrators or parents to ban certain 
books. The American Library Association reports 
more attempts to ban or restrict materials from 
school libraries in 1979 than in the last 25 years 

You've seen the stories — Ms banned in Walnut 
Creek, Slaughterhouse Five in North Dakota and the 
» American Heritage Dictionary in Texas 

And we all know who's behind it, right? Those 
, Same people who support Reagan, the National Rifle

Sure, slavery was abhorrent, racism deplorable 
and pornography obscene, but so are terrorism 
genocide and cancer If we ignore them, do they 
cease to exist? Can you excise discrimination or 
hatred from history? 

How do we learn from our mistakes if our mis 
takes are hidden from view? 

Censors now take away what is there Is the next 
move to take away what has yet to be written or 
filmed? Publishers and filmmakers may use mood 
swings Or unpopular ideas as standards of accep 
tance They can avoid these subjects or formally res- 
trict their art to conform 

We have only to look back a few years to the 
McCarthy era, when similar excessed were taken in 
the name of democracy 

Perhaps Eisenhower said it best “Don't think that 
you are going to conceal faults by concealing 
evidence that ever existed. Don't be afraid to go in 
your library and read every book. as long as that 
document does not offend your own ideas of decen- 
cy. That should be the only censorship ”

One of the features of significant economic
